Article  11:  It  was  moved  by  Howard  Reach  and  sec- 
onded by  Orville  Bassett  and  duly  voted  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,200  to  maintain  an  Informa- 
tion Booth  during  the  Summer  Season  of  1967. 

Article  12 :  It  was  moved  by  Allen  Hazen  and  seconded 
by  Howard  Keach  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$4,000  for  the  purpose  of  revaluation  of  the  Town. 
George  T.  Noyes  offered  an  amendment  to  this  Article 
''The  appraising  to  be  done  by  an  independent  firm  and 
not  by  the  State  Tax  Commission".  Raymond  Johnson 
seconded  the  amendment.  After  much  discussion  a 
voice  vote  was  called  for,  the  results  of  the  voice  vote 
being  inconclusive,  a  division  vote  was  called  for  by 
Malcolm  J.  Stevenson  and  seconded  by  Edward  Gar- 
neau.  The  division  vote  resulted  in  38  persons  voting 
for  the  Article  and  Amendment,  and  59  persons  voting 
against  it.  The  Article  and  Amendment  were  not  passed. 

Article  13 :  Howard  Keach  moved,  Bela  Sveda  seconded 
a  motion  to  give  the  Selectmen  authorization  to  spend 
not  over  $1,000  to  extend,  improve  or  build  streets  or 


roads  to  benefit  new  taxable  property.  The  motion  was 
carried  by  a  voice  vote. 

Article  14 :  It  was  moved  by  Allen  Hazen,  seconded  by 
Howard  Reach  and  duly  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $300  to  be  spent  on  Christmas  lights  for 
the  Main  Street. 

Article  15:  It  was  moved  by  Howard  Reach,  seconded 
by  Allen  Hazen  and  duly  voted  to  accept  the  new  street 
located  on  the  Westerly  side  of  Baker  Brook  and  to 
accept  the  so-called  Johnson  Lane  located  on  the  South- 
erly side  of  Route  302  at  Pierce  Bridge  when  such 
roads  meet  Town  requirements. 

Article  16:  It  was  moved  by  Allen  Hazen,  seconded  by 
Dora  Ratz  and  voted  to  raise  the  sum  of  $300  to  plant 
and  maintain  flowers  on  Town  Property  for  the  Sum- 
mer Season  of  1967. 

Article  17:  It  was  moved  by  Howard  Reach,  seconded 
by  Allen  Hazen  and  voted  to  raise  the  sum  of  $200  to 
survey  Town  lines. 

Article  19 :  It  was  moved  by  Allen  Hazen,  seconded  by 
Dora  Ratz  and  voted  to  raise  the  sum  of  $900  to  aid  in 
the  establishment  of  a  doctor's  office  in  Bethlehem  and 
the  monies  raised  to  be  turned  over  to  the  Bethlehem 
Women's  Civic  Club  for  this  purpose. 

Article  20:  It  was  moved  by  Howard  Reach  and  sec- 
onded by  Edward  Shawney  that  the  Town  raise  and 
appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $5,000  to  extend  the 
Zealand  water  line  across  the  Ammonoosuc  River  at 
Pierce  Bridge  for  the  benefit  of  residents  in  this  area 
and  for  further  development  of  this  area.  The  cost  to 
be  paid  back  to  the  Town  in  water  rents  as  prescribed 
by  the  Bethlehem  Village  Commissioners.  After  much 
discussion  an  amendment  was  offered  by  George  T. 
Noyes  and  seconded  by  Malcolm  J.  Stevenson  and  duly 
voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  raise  this 
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$5,000  by  Serial  Notes,  to  extend  over  a  period  of  not 

more  than  twenty  years. 

Article  21:  It  was  moved  by  Allen  Hazen,  seconded  by 
Howard  Keach  and  voted  to  rescind  Article  #23  as 
voted  at  the  adjourned  Town  Meeting  of  May  9,  1964. 

Article  22 :  It  was  moved  by  Howard  Keach  and  second- 
ed by  Russell  Maguire  and  George  Blaney  that  the 
Town  of  Bethlehem  appoint  a  committee  to  study  the 
feasibility  and  if  feasible  to  have  the  Town  accept  the 
land  offered  to  the  Town  of  Bethlehem  by  Gordon  Miller 
for  the  purpose  of  developing  a  ski  area  within  two 
years.  After  much  discussion  an  amendment  was  offer- 
ed by  Anthony  Pepitone  and  seconded  by  Henry  Green- 
law that  the  Study  Committee  report  their  findings  at 
the  1968  Town  Meeting  and  this  Article  to  be  voted 
upon  at  the  1968  Town  Meeting.  After  considerable 
discussion  a  second  amendment  was  offered  by  George 
Blaney  and  seconded  by  Orville  Bassett  that  the  Study 
Committee  report  back  at  an  adjourned  Town  Meeting 
to  be  held  in  90  days.  A  division  vote  was  called  for  in 
which  33  persons  voted  for  the  second  amendment  and 
59  persons  voted  against  it.  The  second  amendment  was 
not  carried.  The  original  Article,  as  amended,  was  then 
voted  upon  and  carried. 

Article  23 :  It  was  moved  by  Allen  Hazen  and  seconded 
by  Leo  Stacy  to  lease  the  Country  Club  to  a  private 
operator  under  the  rules  and  regulations  as  set  up  by 
the  Selectmen,  starting  with  the  1968  Season.  This 
Article  was  amended  by  Malcolm  Stevenson  and  sec- 
onded by  Leo  Stacy  that  the  Town  be  authorized  to 
extend  said  lease  to  five  years.  Neil  Chase,  the  proposed 
leasee  answered  questions  from  the  floor.  The  Article 
as  amended  was  unanimously  voted. 
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Article  24:  It  was  moved  by  Howard  Keach,  seconded 
by  George  T.  Noyes  and  duly  voted  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $898  for  the  purpose  of  uniting  with 
other  towns  in  this  area  in  promoting  the  program  and 
work  of  the  White  Mountain  Community  Services,  Inc. 
Before  the  passing  of  this  vote  George  T.  Noyes  and 
Mrs.  Phyllis  Gray  spoke  in  favor  of  the  motion  and 
briefly  outlined  the  need  for  this  program  and  our  sup- 
port of  same. 

At  10:15  P.M.  there  being  no  further  business  to 
transact  it  was  moved  by  Leo  Stacy,  seconded  by  Emily 
Blaney  and  duly  voted  that  the  meeting  be  adjuorned.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Bethlehem  School 
District. 

As  Superintendent  of  Schools,  it  is  with  pleasure  I 
submit  my  second  annual  report  to  you. 

During  the  past  year  (1966-67)  there  were  188  pupils 
enrolled  in  Bethlehem  School.  The  average  member- 
ship was  163.6. 

This  school  year  there  are  157  pupils  attending  Beth- 
lehem School.  There  is  a  total  of  71  tuition  pupils  reg- 
istered in  high  schools.  Of  this  number,  67  are  enrolled 
in  Littleton  High  School,  3  in  St.  Johnsbury  Trade 
School,  and  1  in  the  White  Mts.  Regional  High  School. 
Tuition  rate  this  year  at  Littleton  High  School  is  $506.- 
00.  The  rate  for  1968-69  has  been  set  at  $609.00.  The 
tuition  rate  this  year  at  White  Mts.  Regional  High 
School  is  $502.88.  The  rate  for  1968-69  has  been  set 
at  $651.00 

Elementary  education  is  changing  rapidly  through- 
out the  United  States,  and  this  is  particularly  true  in 
New  Hampshire.  The  Elementary  School  Guidelines 
recently  published  by  the  New  Hampshire  State  De- 
partment of  Education  is  having  an  affect  in  this  area 
and  will,  I  feel  certain,  have  an  even  more  important 
affect  in  the  near  future. 

Principal  Gordon  Flight's  first  report  to  the  Bethle- 
hem School  District  will  note  many  of  these  changes 
that  have  been  initiated  this  past  year,  and  is  incor- 
porated in  your  school  district  report. 

The  Bethlehem  School  Board  is  to  be  commended  for 
its  efforts  to  educate  the  children  in  the  district.  The 
School  Board  has  exercised  a  great  deal  of  leadership 
and,  without  question,  is  knowledgeable  in  the  whole 
area  of  your  school  curriculum,  its  finances,  and  other 


programs  that  affect  the  education  of  your  youth.  This 
can  be  noted  by  the  physical  improvements  that  they 
have  initiated  and  supervised,  namely,  the  alterations 
in  the  cafeteria  areas,  the  enlargement  of  the  parking 
lot,  and  the  adoption  of  a  prefessional  educators'  salary 
schedule  that  will,  I  am  sure,  assist  you  in  keeping  the 
fine  staff  you  now  have.  Another  important  facet  that 
we  note  with  the  adoption  of  this  salary  schedule  is  its 
ability  to  attract  well  qualified  teachers  should  staff 
changes  become  necessary. 

You  will  note  from  your  warrant  that  two  changes 
are  necessitated  by  the  laws  passed  during  the  1967 
general  court.  The  first  is  the  requirement  that  we 
legally  adopt  the  check  list  for  the  school  district  that 
is  used  by  your  town  government.  The  second  act  pass- 
ed by  the  legislature  that  affects  Bethlehem  is  the 
change  in  school  board  size.  It  is  necessary  for  you  to 
adopt  a  school  board  that  is  uneven  in  number.  Your 
School  Board  has  made  an  extensive  study  of  this 
situation  and  will  have  recommendations  for  the  dis- 
trict. Should  you  have  a  concern  in  this  area,  the  Board 
members  may  be  contacted  for  further  explanation. 

The  White  Mountains  Supervisory  Union  No.  35,  of 
which  Bethlehem  is  a  part,  stands  ready  to  assist  each 
and  every  district  with  the  educational  programs  that 
the  School  Board  wishes  to  initiate. 

The  Supervisory  Union  is  made  up  of  the  school  dis- 
tricts of  Bethlehem,  Easton,  Franconia,  Landaff,  Lis- 
bon Special,  Lisbon  Town,  Littleton,  Lyman,  Sugar 
Hill,  and  the  White  Mts.  Regional  School  District  which 
includes  the  towns  of  Carroll,  Dalton,  Jefferson,  Lan- 
caster and  Whitefield. 

Mr.  Paul  Henry  is  the  Assistant  Superintendent  of 
Schools  and  Mr.  Oliver  Cole,  Jr.  the  Business  Adminis- 
trator. It  is  through  the  coordinated  efforts  of  your 
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three  administrators  that  the  aims  and  purposes  of  the 
educational  program  in  this  enlarged  Union  are  real- 
ized. 

In  closing,  may  I  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the 
Board  of  Education,  the  State  Department  of  Educa- 
tion, our  Administrators,  and  the  staff  of  the  Superin- 
tendent's office  for  their  continued  cooperation  and 
support.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

To:  Mr.  William  Grass,  Jr. 
Superintendent  of  Schools 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  my  first 
annual  report  of  the  Bethlehem  School.  Because  we  en- 
joyed such  fine  cooperation  with  the  citizens  of  Beth- 
lehem and  your  office,  many  changes  have  taken  place 
which  improved  the  educational  opportunities  offered 
by  this  school. 

One  of  our  most  basic  concerns  was  to  make  use  of 
all  of  the  existing  facilities.  In  so  doing,  it  was  neces- 
sary to  make  the  following  changes. 

1.  The  nurse's  room  was  moved  from  the  back  of  the 
building  to  the  front.  Now  when  a  child  is  ill,  he  can 
be  sent  to  a  well  lighted,  comfortable  room  where  there 
is  adult  supervision. 

2.  The  library  has  been  moved  to  what  was  formerly 
the  commercial  area.  This  doubles  the  available  space 
for  library  services  and  provides  separate  rooms  for 
study  and  for  books. 

3.  The  science  classes  for  the  seventh  and  eighth 
grades  are  now  held  in  the  laboratory.  In  this  way,  we 
are  making  better  use  of  the  fine  science  facilities  for- 
merly enjoyed  by  the  high  school. 

4.  The  teachers'  room  has  been  moved  to  a  larger 
area,  thus  changing  it  from  its  limited  use  as  a  lounge 
to  a  well  equipped  work  room. 

As  a  result  of  a  schoolwide  evaluation  which  the 
staff  conducted,  several  innovations  have  been  tried 
with  varying  degrees  of  success.  These  are  listed  below: 

1.  The  extra  curricula  portion  of  our  educational 
program  was  expanded  to  include  a  girls'  basketball 
team  and  an  elementary  school  chorus.  Both  were  well 
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received  by  the  student  body  and  greatly  helped  to 
round  out  our  curriculum. 

2.  A  formal  reading-  program  was  established  for  the 
seventh  and  eighth  grades  as  a  means  to  reinforce  pre- 
vious learnings  and  to  improve  basic  study  skills. 

3.  We  became  somewhat  less  restrictive  in  our  over- 
all reading  program  in  that  we  relaxed  our  system  of 
marking  by  eliminating  the  usual  letter  grades  of  A,  B, 
C,  D  and  U.  Now,  a  child  is  given  a  mark  of  excellent, 
satisfactory  or  unsatisfactory  based  on  his  ability  and 
achievement. 

4.  A  formal  library  period  was  offered  to  Grades 
two,  three  and  four.  At  this  time,  the  librarian  intro- 
duced each  class  to  the  library  facilities  and  conducted 
classes  in  story  reading  and  interpretation. 

5.  An  auditorium  program  was  established  for  the 
school  and  each  grade  is  now  responsible  for  providing 
a  program  for  the  entire  school.  This  has  bee*  a  most 
beneficial  experience  for  the  children  and  has  produced 
many  outstanding  performances. 

6.  The  addition  of  a  "speed  reading"  machine  and 
many  filmstrips  has  improved  our  effectiveness  w>h 
respect  to  remedial  reading. 

7.  Through  the  budget  allotment,  government  mon- 
ies and  the  generosity  of  the  Bethlehem  P.T.A.  and 
Civics  Club,  we  were  able  to  add  about  five  hundred 
volumes  to  our  library. 

8.  The  teachers  of  this  school  continued  their  sfforts 
to  improve  their  own  effectiveness  by  improving  their 
own  education.  Six  teachers  took  courses  during  the 
year  while  two  attended  summer  school. 
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9.  In  a  continuing  effort  to  maintain  the  building's 
excellent  condition,  two  rooms  were  painted  and  new 
lighting  fixtures  were  added  to  two  others.  Now  every 
classroom  has  modern  lighting. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  time  of  reflection  and  in- 
novation, we  trust  that  it  will  become  a  guide  for  us 
to  make  continued  progress  in  the  area  of  education 
for  the  children  of  the  town  of  Bethlehem. 

To  the  members  of  the  school  board,  the  superinten- 
dent of  schools,  the  members  of  the  faculty,  the  pupils, 
and  the  citizens  of  Bethlehem,  I  express  my  apprecia- 
tion for  the  fine  cooperation  I  have  received  this  year.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

To  Superintendent  Grass  and  Members  of  the  Bethle- 
hem School  Board: 

Health  Services  Report  for  the  School  Year  1966-1967. 

Physical  examinations  were  done  on  Grades  I,  IV  and 
VIII,  and  children  going  out  for  basketball.  Any  defects 
were  reported  to  the  parents.  Dr.  Frank  Dudley  was 
the  school  physician  for  the  year. 

Dental  work  was  done  throughout  the  year  with 
many  children  receiving  free  care.  Dr.  Robert  Enderson 
was  our  dentist  this  school  year.  Clinics  were  financed 
through  the  Dental  Clinic  Fund.  Children  were  taken  to 
these  clinics  by  members  of  the  P.T.A. 

School  Nurses'  Work: 

Inspections  vere  done  on  162  children  for  heights, 
weights,  teeth,  heads  and  eyes.  Hearing  was  also  check- 
ed on  Grades  I,  IV  and  VIII.  Any  defects  were  reported 
to  parents.  Some  of  the  vision  defects  were  corrected. 
Four  heart  murmurs  and  one  undescended  testicle  were 
found.  A  number  of  home  visits  were  made.  One  child 
received  speech  therapy  and  one  child  attended  the 
orthoped-^  clinic.  The  White  Mountain  Community 
Services  were  used  by  the  school  nurse  frequently  and 
m0TJtnly  meetings  at  the  center  were  attended  by  the 
school  nurse. 

In  writing  this  report  for  Mrs.  Virginia  Bray,  R.N., 
and  Mrs.  Martha  Shea,  R.N.  who  shared  the  job  of 
school  nurse  this  year,  I  would  like  to  thank  for  them 
all  the  parents,  teachers  and  friends  who  helped  in  any 
way  to  make  this  school  year  a  success  health  wise. 
Special  thanks  go  to  Mr.  Grass,  Mr.  Flight,  Dr.  Dudley 
and  Dr.  Enderson.
